The 
northern section of those provinces | 
were better adapted to the raising of 
livestock. © There was less overhead | 
expense in raising cattle in the west 
than there was in the east. Poultry 
too he maintained, could be more pro- 
fitably raised in the west than the 
east. 

Not all sections of the western 
provinces, he, pointed out, were adapt- 
ed to the raising of livestock, but in 
those sections which were adapted, 
he felt this action should be taken. 

With the aid of a map ,Mr. Weir 
outlined to his audience the extent 
‘of the drought areas. In Saskatch- 
ewan, he declared, 75 municipalities 
had had crop failures for three years 
in succession, The area was one of 
approximately 25,000 square miles of 
the richest wheat growing country in 
the world. During the drought, not 
one green thing was grown for man 
or beast. As a result the govern- 
ment was providing relief for 246,000 
people. 

A provincfal relief commission was 
operating without remuneration, And 
this commission, he went on, was op- 
erating at a cost of 344 cents per dol- 
lar of administration. It had been 
estimated, he said, that it cost 50 
cents to administer every dollar for 
relief. 

He paid a.strong tribute to the 
westerners, whom, he said had faced 
the tragic drought situation with 
courage and hardihood. They had 
refused to have charity forced upon 
them. . They could not borrow money. 
But they gave their notes for repay- 
ment of all assistance advanced to 
them. “Their determination to take 
no charity was one of the brightest 
things in the disaster,” he said.

The United States Must

Settle The Reparations udstion 


_ Why must the United States help 
to settle the reparations question? 

The answer is set forth in an ar~ 
ticle appearing in the new Republic, 
published in New York, and is as 
follows: 

Because, unless reparations are can- 
celled, Germany cannot recover. If 
Germany does not recover, American 
investments abroad will be further 
imperilled, and Europe will not be 
able to resume her pre-depression 
purchases of our products. But 
reparations cannot be cancelled by 
Britain unless her debt to us is cor- 
respondingly reduced; for that would 
complete her ruin, And France will 
not cancel reparations, even the un- 
conditional part, unless her corres- 
ponding payments to Britain and the 
United States are simultaneously re- 
mitted. Use by France and Britain 
of the moratorium privileges of their 
debt agreements with us would mere- 
ly.postpone the reckoning and leave 
confidence unsettled. 

Why is the United States respon- 
sible in part for lack of monetary 
stability abroad? 7 

The outflow of gold from -Great | 
Britain and Germany, which under-! 
mined the -gold standard of the one 
and the credit of the other, was 
caused in part by the obligation to 
pay war debts and reparations, irres- 
pective of other elements of the inter- 
national balance of payments.’ It 
was caused in part by the inability to 
create a sufficiently large export sur- 
plus of goods, an inability due targely 
to tariff barriers, especially that rais- 
ed about the United States, and in- 
creased by the Smoot-Hawley bill af- 
ter the depression was under way. 

Why cannot tariff wars be abated 
without reconsideration of the United 
States tariff? 

Because, under present conditions, 
the United States is the ultimate 
creditor nation, which must be will- 
ing to accept a surplus of imports 
over exports if the international debts, 
public and private, are ever to be 
paid. : 

' Why is the United States necessar- 
fly involved in armament discussion, 

Because we now spend on arma- 
ments more than any other nation, 
and far more than we did before the 
War. Because we have a navy/sec- 
ond to none. Because Great Britain 
and France will not reduce their nav- 
fes unless we reduce ours, and be- 
cause land armaments will not be re- 
duced unless sea armaments are re- 
duced. Because reduction of arma- 
ments is, in general, tied up with in- 
ternational political stability, which 
is, in turn, largely dependent on 
economic appeasement, 

Why is it impossible to consider 
reparations alone, or war debts alone, 
or currency problems alone, or tariffs 
alone? Why must all these things be 
settled as part of.a coherent world 
policy ? 

Because, as the Wiggin committee 
said last August, and as the Basle 
committee report emphasized, ‘In re- 
cent years the world has been en- 


ment of large sums from debtor to 
creditor countries, while at the same 
time putting, obstacles in the way of 
the free movement of goods.” Be- 
cause, as the Basle report points out, 
“If barriers ‘are imposed to the free 
movement of goods, the world cannot 
readily adapt itself quickly to import, 
ant changes in the course of credit 
and trade.”

Attention To Marketing Instead 
Of Concentrating On Production 


Expressing the belief that the next 
25 years would,see the emancipation 
of agticulturists from domination by 
bodies outside themselves, H. 8. Ar- 
kell, secretary of the Canadian Live- 
stock Pool and president of the Cana- 
dian Society of Technical Agricul- 
turists, speaking at a gathering of 
the latter organization at Saskatoon, 
asked their assistance in that regard. 

The society had made great strides 
since it was forméd in 1921, and now 
included most of the technically 
trained agricultural men of the Do- 
minion, In the past the members 
had chiefly concerned themselves with 
their own<jobs and the co-ordination 
of work done under different author- 
ities to make it efficient. They had 
accomplished a great deal in that di-/ 
rection, 

But Mr, Arkell believed the time | 
had come for the society to turn its 
attention to study the condition of 
agriculture. It was for the better- 
ment of agriculture that they had re- 
ceived their training. 

From the point of view of the farm- 
er, the selling machinery under the 
old methods had failed them, the 
credit machinery had fallen down and | 
they would find that the majority of | 
farmers belieyed that the technical | 
machinery of agriculture was failing | 
to accomplish the purposes of the 
farmers. 

Agriculture had taken care only of 
production and left someone else to 
take care of marketing. In all other 
businesses an increasing proportion 
of the brains was devoted to mer- 
chandising. Something should grow 
up in technical agriculture in regard- 
to the business end as in production. 

It was planned, the speaker said, to 
hold the annual convention of the so- 
ciety in Winnipeg in June, when it 
might be possible to secure speakers 
from the economic conference. - 

Dr. L. E. Kirk, Dominion Agrosto- 
logist, suggested that other business- 
es had perhaps devoted too much at- 
tention to merchandising and persuad- 


‘ing the people to buy what they did 


not want, rather than that agricul- 
ture had given too exclusive atten- 
tion to production. 

W. A. Munro, Rosthern experimen- 
tal farm, agreed that farmers at the 
present time’ were much more con- 
cerned with what they were to do 
with what they had produced than 
with how to produce more or better 
articles.

Canada Maintains Trade Position 
deetiflanle, 


In Spite Of Depression Ranks Fifth 
Among Nations Of the World 

Canada reachéd the rank of fifth 
among the trading nations of the 
world in 1925, and has maintained 
that position, in spite of the years of 
depression, through its great indus- 
trial development and the utilisation 
of its natural resources, Hon. New- 
ton W. Rowell told the Canadian Club 
at Montreal. This very progress 
forces the Dominion ultimately to 
carry out the proposed deepening of 
the St. Lawrence waterway to the 
Great Lakes. 

Mr. Rowell was discussing the econ- 
omic relations between Canada and 
the United States, and in this connec- 
tion spoke of the St. Lawrence 
scheme, _ 

“We have been blessed,” he said, 


|““with this great water highway sys- 


tem reaching from the Atlantic to the 
centre of the continent. Whether we 
like it or not, sooner or later we will 
have to develop it.” 

The speaker traced the growth of 
Canadian trade during the past six 
years, pointing out that it had multi- 
plied six-fold in that time, partly as 
@ result of large investments made 

y foreign countries in Canadian 
industry. 

Largest investor in the Dominion 
was the United States, which had 


!some $3,790,000,000 in Canadian in- 


dustrial plants and in various types 
of securities. 

“This period of depression and low 
exchange may not be an ill thing for 
us in Canada if it teaches us to be no 
longer extravagant in our borrow- 
ings; to live within our incomes and 
to pay off our debts,”’.said Mr. Row- 
ell. :

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Greater Precipitation 


Report Of Meteoroldgical Service For 
Months Of December Is 
Enéotraging 


Precipitation in Saskatchewan over | 


the cultivated portion, during Decem- 
ber, 1931, was approximately twice 
that of December of the normal year, 
according to the report of the Domin- 
ion meteorological service for the 
month. — 

In average years, precipitation in 

December varies from four-tenths to 
about eight-tenths of an inch, Dur- 
ing December, 1931, from one inch to 
one and a half inches was reported 
over a considerable area in Saskatch- 
ewan, 
In the extreme southeast and in a 
small area to the east of the Cypress 
Hills several points were exceptions, 
reporting less than four-tenths of an 
inch of precipitation received during 
December. 

Alberta rejoiced in precipitation 
that was in excess of the normal. In 
December from one inch to one and a 
half inches was reported from a con- 
siderable portion of the plains. Usual- 
ly the December precipitation in these 
areas varies from less than one-half 
to about three-quarters of an inch. 

A dry. December was the experience 
of Manitoba, where most sections re- 
ported less than half an inch and 
some less than one-tenth. 

In the majority of years, Decem- 
ber precipitation is slightly greater in 
Manitoba than in Saskatchewan, 
ranging from one-half inch to one 
inch.—Regina Leader, 


Apples Are Cheap Food 


Essential Part Of Diet and Suitable 
For Every Meal 

In a period like the.present, when 
the amount of money available for 
food may be limited, apples are an 
essential part of the diet, says Miss 
Flota Carl, of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture. “Apples are suitable 
for every meal in the day and are 
often enjoyed between meals also,” 
she goes on. “As sauce or baked, 
apples serve as a breakfast fruit, and 
with bacon or sausage they may ac- 
company the meat dish. For dinner 
they are especially good with fresh or 
cured pork, no matter how it is cook- 
ed. They are adapted to cooking 
with many vegetables, as baked with 
sweet potatoes, fried with carrots or 
scalloped with cabbage. A wide var- 
fety of salads may be made from ap- 
ples, either raw or cooked with veget- 
ables, and the choice of apple des- 
serts is almost unlimited.
